Two  Daily  Universe  staff  members  have 
been  ordered  to  appear  before  a court 
reporter  next  Monday  for  questioning  “in 
the  investigation  of  alleged  police  bribery 
in  Utah  County.” 

Subpoenas  were  served  Monday 
morning  to  Roger  Aylworth,  managing 
editor,  and  Mike  Gygi,  a reporter, 
summoning  them  before  Utah  County 
Attorney  Arnold  Roylance  Monday 
afternoon.

If  you  chance  to  open  the  12th 
edition  of  Who’s  Who  in  America, 
you’ll  find  Max  D.  Weaver  among 
the  men  and  women  noted  in  the 
book.  Max  has  been  singled  out 
because  of  his  skill  and 
achievement  as  a Utah  artist  and 
principally  as  a potter  and  jewelry 
maker.  The  artist  is  also  a faculty 
member  of  the  Department  of  Art 
and  Design,  BYU. 

Weaver  received  a B.A.  and 
Masters’  degree  from  Utah  State 
University,  and  has  also  attended 
the  University  of  Utah,  Southern 
Utah  State  College,  University  of 
Southern  Calif.,  and  Long  Beach 
State. 

The  teaching  career  of  Weaver 
began  in  Carbon  Cdunty,  and  was 
later  extended  at  U.S.U.  Also,  for 
four  years  Weaver  was  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Art  at 
Southern  Utah  State  College  in 
Cedar  City. 

The  artist  has  widely  exhibited 
his  pottery,  jewelry,  paintings, 
and  printmaking  works  and  has 
received  numerous  awards  in  all 
four  media.  Weaver  was  also 
commissioned  to  make  a 32  inch 
high  pot  for  the  Governor’s 
mansion. 

The  most  recent  show  Weaver 
exhibited  in  was  an  exhibit 
entitled,  “Plates,  Planters,  and 
Bowls.”  This  was  held  at  Idaho 
State  University  and  20  potters 
representing  the  western  United 
States  were  invited  to  exhibit 
there. 

When  you  visit  the  artist’s  show 
which  begins  Monday,  Nov.  27, 
and  lasts  through  Dec.  15,  in  the 
Secured  Gallery  at  the  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center  perhaps  you  will 
understand  more  about  Max 
Weaver  as  an  artist.

Editor: 

First,  we  would  like  to  clarify  again 
our  position. 

(1)  We  have  never  said  that  Chiasmus 
is  found  solely  within  the  Prophetic 
Writings;  in  fact,  we  showed  examples 
of  its  presence  elsewhere. 

(2)  We  have  never  said  that  God 
exclusively  uses  Chiasmus  when  He 
speaks.  We  do  say  that  the  D&C 
revelations  are  structured  in  pattern,  as 
given  by  the  Lord.  We  say  that  the 
Lord  put  the  patterns  there,  and  that 
they  were  not  put  there  through  the 
efforts  of  man.  Now  that  we  have 
become  aware  of  the  pattern,  it 
becomes  a tool  in  building  faith,  and 
increasing  one’s  understanding  of  the 
revelations. 

Our  study  of  modem  revelations  (46 
sections  of  the  D&C,  and  revelations  to 
Joseph’s  successors)  has  demonstrated 
100  per  cent  use  of  the  pattern.  The 
prophets  are  instruments  in  the  hands 
of  the  Lord  when  receiving  revelation 
for  the  Church,  and  we  do  not  believe 
that  they  edit  the  revelations  to 
structure  them  into  a pre-conceived 
thought-pattern  (see  D.H.C.  VoL  I,  p. 
226).  For  example,  we  know  that 
Patriarchs,  when  giving  blessings 
“speak  as  they  are  moved  upon  by  the 
Holy  Ghost.”  Therefore,  the 
revelations  flow  through  them  as  they 
speak  “the  mind  of  the  Lord”,  (D&C 
68:3-4),  and  the  words  and  thoughts 
are  not  planned  in  advance.  And  if  the 
Patriarchs,  how  much  more  the 
Prophets  . . . 

The  Lord  personally  testified  that 
the  revlations  are  His — on  the  word 
level: 

“These  words  are  not  of  men  nor  of 
man,  but  of  me;  wherefore,  you  shall 
testify  they  are  of  me  and  not  of  man; 
for  it  is  my  voice  which  speaketh  them 
unto  you;  for  they  are  given  by  my

Spirit  unto  you  ...”  (D&C  18:34-35). 
The  Lord  says  (D&C  18)  was  given  by 
His  Spirit.  Therefore,  the  revelation 
was  given  by  His  Mind,  the  two  terms 
being  synonymous,  and  He  claims  the 
words,  not  just  the  thoughts.  Any 
pattern  employed  in  the  words  and 
thoughts  of  the  revelations  is  from  the 
mind  of  God.  Those  who  are  filled 
with  the  Spirit  of  God  wiil  know 
something  of  the  mind  of  God. 

Now,  if  the  Lord’s  thoughts  and 
ways  cannot  be  known  by  man,  then 
why  do  the  Scriptures  also  state:  “And 
the  Lord  called  his  people  Zion, 
because  they  were  of  one  heart  and 
one  MIND,  and  dwelt  in  righteousness; 
and  there  was  no  poor  among 
them  . . . ”?  (Moses  7:18).  If  a Zion 
society  is  of  one  MIND,  then  they 
must  think  alike,  and  have  the  same 
thoughts,  or  else  they  could  not  be  of 
one  mind,  and  thus  could  not  be  a 
Zion  society.  Therefore:  “Let  the 
wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the 
unrighteous  man  his  thoughts,  and  let 
him  return  unto  the  Lord,”  (Isa.

The  Lord’s  thoughts  and  ways  must  be 
learned  by  man,  so  that  man’s  thoughts 
and  ways  will  bring  about  a Zion 
society.

Edwards,  Coach  of  the  Year? 

Cougars  cop  second

“If  I were  voting,  I’d  vote  LaVell  for  Coach  of  the  Year.”  Stan  Watts, 
BYU’s  athletic  director  seemed  to  sum  up  the  feelings,  at  least  around 
Cougar  country,  of  the  way  the  fans  have  responded  to  LaVell 
Edwards’  first  season  as  coach  of  the  Cougars. 

Edwards,  taking  over  a so-so  team  from  last  year,  stated  at  the  first  of 
the  season,  “I  don’t  know  where  we’ll  finish  this  year,  but  I know  we’ll 
finish  higher  than  seventh.” 

Saying  it  was  one  thing,  making  the  statement  a reality  was  another. 

The  Cougars  started  off  the  season  in  fine  fashion  as  they  downed 
their  Big  Eight  opponent  Kansas  State,  32-9.  Coach  Edwards,  in  his  first 
collegiate  game  as  head  coach,  became  a winner.  A precedent  was  set. 

Following  its  opening  victory  over  KSU,  BYU  hosted  intrastate  rival 
Utah  State.  The  Staters  took  a little  wind  out  of  the  Cougar  sails  as 
they  over-whelmed  BYU  42-19.  Edwards’  record  was  even  at  1-1. 

Taking  the  Cats  on  the  road  for  the  first  time,  BYU  traveled  to 
Oregon  State  to  play  the  Beavers.  Oregon  State  dominated  play, 
especially  the  second  half,  to  hand  the  Cougars  their  second  straight 
loss,  29-3. 

“I’d  sure  like  to  play  them  again,  we’re  a better  team  than  we  showed 
against  Oregon  State,”  commented  Edwards. 

BYU’s  final  pre-season  tune-up  was  against  Long  Beach  State.  They 
evened  their  record  at  2-2  with  a 38-27  drubbing  of  their  California 
opponents. 

Getting  down  to  conference  play  seemed  to  suit  the  Cougars  as  they 
went  5-2  in  WAC  play  and  tied  for  the  second  place  slot  with  Utah. 

After  beating  UTEP  by  a narrow  21-14  margin,  ASU  came  to  town 
and  showed  their  pre-season  roll  as  favorites  was  no  fluke.  ASU  mauled 
the  Cougars  49-17  and  left  them  at  1-1  inxconference  play  and  3-3 
overall. 

Coach  Edwards  and  crew  then  reeled  off  two  straight  victories,  one

Watts,  who  won  43 1 games  as  a 
22-year  head  coach  and  was 
inducted  into  the  Basketball  Hall 
of  Fame  this  year,  says,  “I  guess  I 
won’t  know  till  Friday  and 
Saturday  how  it  will  feel  to  sit  on 
the  sidelines.  I imagine  when  the 
kids  come  out  of  that  tunnel  I’ll 
have  itchy  feet.” 

The  two  former  coaches  and  an 
expected  full  house  will  welcome 
BYU  basketball  into  its  1972-73 
season  this  Friday  and  Saturday  as 
the  Cougars  meet  Santa  Clara  in 
the  Marriott  Center.

WE  SERVE  FULL  TIME  STUDENTS  ONLY. 

This  means  that  only  a full-time  student  may  be  listed  on  a block  seating 
list  or  may  enter  the  random  selection.  SPOUSES,  FACULTY,  and  GUESTS 
may  go  to  the  game  with  a full-time  student,  but  cannot  get  tickets  without 
that. full-time  student.  (PART-TIME  STUDENTS  are  considered  GUESTS,  and 
may  only  go  to  the  game  as  such,  with  a full-time  student.  See  GUESTS 
below.) 


II.  There  are  THREE  WAYS  to  obtain  tickets  to  basketball  games: 


2. 


RANDOM  SELECTION 

Approximately  1,200  of  the  best  student  seats  will  be  given  out 
according  to  random  selection  of  student  numbers  for  each  game.  Each 
winning  number  will  be  good  for  2 tickets.  You  must  enter  your  student 
number  for  each  game  you  wish  to  try  for. 

HOW  TO  ENTER: 

On  the  day  block  seating  lists  are  due,  usually  Monday  before  the 
game,  a keypunch  will  be  located  in  the  Wilkinson  Center  Coat  Room  (by 
the  Varsity  Theatre)  between  the  hours  9:00  a.m.  4:00  p.m.  All  you  need 
to  do  is  to  come  and  show  your  activity  card,  and  your  student  number 
will  be  punched  on  a computer  card.  You  will  then  be  entered  in  the 
random  selection  for  that  game.  IN  CASE  OF  TWO  GAMES  IN  THE 
SAME  WEEK,  entering  the  random  selection  will  be  accomplished  on  the 
same  day  (Monday)  for  both  games.  Simply  say  “both  games”  as  you  show 
your  activity  card  to  the  keypunch  operator. 

IMPORTANT: 

1.  EACH  STUDENT  NUMBER  MAY  BE  ENTERED  ONLY  ONCE 
FOR  EACH  GAME.  Any  number  entered  more  than  once  for  a 
game  will  automatically  be  eliminated  by  the  computer  as  it  makes 
the  selection. 

2.  ONLY  FULL-TIME  STUDENTS’  NUMBERS  will  be  accepted  for 
the  selection,  for  which  you  must  show  a FULL  TIME  STUDENT 
CARD.  NO  SPOUSE,  FACULTY/STAFF,  OR  PART-TIME  STU- 
DENT CARDS  may  be  shown  in  entering  the  selection. 

3.  Since  each  winning  number  is  good  for  2 tickets  you  need  show 
only  your  (one)  card  in  order  to  try  for  2 tickets.  HOWEVER,  ON 
THE  DAY  OF  TICKET  PICKUP,  YOU  WILL  NEED  TO  SHOW 
TWO  (2)  CARDS  IN  ORDER  TO  PICK  UP  THE  TWO  (2)

WINNING  NUMBERS: 

Winning  numbers  will  be  posted  around  campus  and/or  in  the  Universe 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  selection. 

TICKET  PICKUP: 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  said  above,  RANDOM  TICKET  PICKUP 
WILL  BE  ACCORDING  TO  THE  LAST  DIGIT  OF  THE  WINNING  STU- 
DENT NUMBERS.  See  details  below. 

BLOCK  SEATING 

1 .  Only  BYU  LDS  Branches  and  THOSE  CLUBS  approved  by  the  Organi- 
zations Office  will  be  eligible  for  block  seating.  NO  HOUSING  LISTS 
will  be  accepted. 

Those  not  belonging  to  BYU  Branches  or  to  approved  clubs  have  the 
alternative  of  signing  a GENERAL  BLOCK  SEATING  LIST  on  the  4th 
floor  ELWC  at  the  Receptionist’s  Desk,  before  the  deadline  date  and 
time  below. 

DEADLINE  for  submitting  block  seating  lists  and  for  signing  the 
General  Block  Seating  list  will  normally  be  MONDAY  preceding  each 
game  at  5 :00  p.m.  on  the  4th  floor  ELWC  at  the  Receptionist’s  Desk. 
IN  CASE  OF  TWO  GAMES  IN  THE  SAME  WEEK,  block  seating  lists 
for  BOTH  games  will  be  due  Monday  of  that  week  at  5:00  p.m. 
SEPARATE  LISTS  ARE  REQUIRED  FOR  EACH  GAME. 

ALL  LISTS  MUST  MEET  THE  FOLLOWING  REQUIREMENTS: 

a.  ONLY  FULL-TIME  STUDENTS  MAY  SIGN  BLOCK  SEATING 
LISTS. 

List  the  name  of  the  branch  or  club  clearly  at  the  top  of  the  page. 
List  the  name  and  phone  number  of  the  club  or  branch  representa 
tive  (person  responsible  for  the  list)  at  the  top  of  the  page. 

Use  SVT'  by  11”  paper. 

Be  typed. 

Be  double-spaced. 

Be  alphabetized. 

List  last  name  first. 

List  student  number  following  every  name. 

j.  Request  no  more  than  two  tickets  per  person. 

k.  Put  the  total  number  of  tickets  requested  at  the  top  of  the  page  in 
a circle. 

l.  Not  contain  the  name  or  number  of  anyone  who  has  signed 
another  block  seating  list  for  that  game. 

5.  ANY  BLOCK  SEATING  LIST  NOT  MEETING  ALL  OF  THE  ABOVE 
REQUIREMENTS  WILL  BE  REJECTED. 

6.  DUPLICATION  OF  NUMBERS: 

Spot  checks  will  be  made  to  insure  that  names  and  student  numbers 
are  not  duplicated  on  other  lists.  Any  duplication  will  result  in  removal 
of  the  violator’s  name(s)  and  number  from  the  lists  AND  removal  of 
the  name  of  the  club  or  branch  representatives  involved.  It  is  therefore 
the  responsibility  of  the  club  and  branch  representatives  to  insure  the 
honesty  of  their  members. 

NOTE:  SPOUSES  should  be  aware  that  spouse  cards  bear  the  same 
student  numbers  as  original  cards;  therefore,  not  the  spouse’s  name  but 
only  the  full-time  student’s  name  can  be  listed. 

7.  PADDED  LISTS: 

The  Athletics  Office  strongly  urges  that  lists  bear  only  the  names  of 
those  planning  to  go  to  the  game.  Any  list  found  padded  will  be  cut 
extensively  on  all  further  requests  for  block  seating. 

8.  PICKUP:  See  instructions  below. 

LINES 

A limited  number  of  tickets  which  are  better  than  block  seating  tickets 
and  also  any  tickets  left  over  from  block  seating  and  from  random  selec- 
tion will  be  distributed  on  a first-come  first-served  basis  the  day  of  ticket 
distribution  starting  at  4:30  p.m.  in  the  East  Ballroom  ELWC  unless  other- 
wise specified.  See  PICKUP  instructions  below.

III.  TICKET  PICKUP 

ALL  TICKETS  will  normally  be  distributed  two  days  before  the  game,  in 
the  EAST  BALLROOM  ELWC,  according  to  the  following  schedule: 

RANDOM  SELECTION  8:00  arm.  4:00  p.m.  ** 

BLOCK  SEATING  8:00  a.m.  - 4:00  p.m.  ** 

LINES  & LEFTOVERS  starting  at  4:30  p.m. 

If  there  are  still  tickets  leftover  at  6:00  p.m.,  they  will  be  distributed  at  the 
Marriott  Center  on  the  day  of  the  game,  2 hours  before  game  time. 

IN  CASE  OF  TWO  GAMES  IN  THE  SAME  WEEK,  tickets  will  be  dis- 
tributed on  separate  days. 

IMPORTANT: 

1.  MAXIMUM:  2 TICKETS  PER  PERSON.  One  person  may  not  pick  up 
more  than  two  tickets  at  a time,  no  matter  how  many  activity  cards  he 
may  have  with  him. 

2.  ACTIVITY  CARDS  REQUIRED  FOR  EACH  TICKET  PICKED  UP. 

a.  THE  FIRST  CARD  (i.e. , the  card  of  the  person  whose  name  and 
number  are  on  the  block  seating  list,  or  whose  number  has  won  in 
random  selection)  MUST  BE  A FULL-TIME  STUDENT  CARD. 

b.  THE  SECOND  CARD  MAY  BE  A FULL-TIME  STUDENT, 
SPOUSE.  OR  FACULTY/STAFF  CARD. 


c.  The  only  exception  to  having  to  have  two  cards  to  pick  up  two 
tickets  is  if  you  intend  to  buy  a guest  pass  for  the  second  ticket. 

-See  GUESTS  below. 

RANDOM  SELECTION  AND  BLOCK  SEATING  tickets  will  be  dis- 
tributed ACCORDING  TO  THE  LAST  DIGIT  OF  THE  STUDENT 

NUMBER: 

a.  This  refers  to  the  last  digit  of  the  number  of  the  FULL-TIME 
STUDENT  WHOSE  NAME  AND  NUMBER  ARE  ON  THE 
BLOCK  SEATING  LIST,  OR  WHOSE  NUMBER  HAS  WON  IN 
RANDOM  SELECTION. 

b.  This  means  that  although  ticket  distribution  begins  as  early  as 
8:00  a.m.,  only  1/5  of  the  student  body  will  be  able  to  come  at 
that  time  to  pick  up  tickets.  This  policy  is  adopted  so  as  to  avoid 
long  lines  in  the  morning  hours.  Other  digits  may  come  at  other 
times  throughout  the  day,  and  any  digit  will  be  honored  after  2:00 
p.m.,  until  4:00  p.m.  (closing  time). 

c.  THE  SCHEDULE  of  which  digits  may  come  at  which  times  will  be 
rotated  for  each  game,  so'  that  all  digits  wili  sooner  or  later  have 
the  opportunity  to  come  in  the  morning.  The  schedule  will  be 
made  known  sufficiently  in  advance  of  each  game  so  that  students 
may  plan  accordingly. 

d.  IF  YOU  CANNOT  COME  AT  YOUR  DIGIT-TIME,  but  still  want 
to  go  to  the  game,  you  may  have  someone  come  for  you  with  your 
activity  card(s)  and  at  your  time,  if  there  are  still  tickets  left.  (He 
must  go  through  the  line  a separate  time  with  his  own  card(s)  and 
at  his  own  time  if  he  also  wants  to  get  tickets  for  himself.)  IT  IS 
YOUR  RESPONSIBILITY  TO  ARRANGE  FOR  SUCH  A 
PROXY,  IF  NECESSARY. 

e.  IF  TWO  OR  MORE  COUPLES  wish  to  sit  together  within  a given 
block,  etc.,  then  the  two  or  more  persons  must  COME  TO- 
GETHER to  get  tickets  at  the  LATEST  OF  THE  TWO  OR  MORE 
DIGIT-TIMES.  They  will  receive,  as  usual,  a maximum  of  two 
tickets  each,  for  two  cards  each,  if  there  are  still  tickets  available. 

f.  GUARANTEE/NO  GUARANTEE: 

1.  RANDOM  SELECTION  winners  are  GUARANTEED  that 
there  will  be  two  tickets  available  for  every  winning  number 
until  4:00  p.m.  (closing  time). 

BLOCK  SEATING  patrons  are  NOT  GUARANTEED  that 
there  will  be  enough  tickets  available  to  fill  all  requests.  In 
fact,  if  demand  is  heavy,  it  is  doubtful  that  there  will  be  many 
tickets  left  for  those  whose  digit  doesn’t  come  up  until  the 
afternoon  for  a particular  game.  Should  block  seating  tickets 
run  out  for  your  block,  the  alternative  then  is  to  wait  in  the 
4:30  line.

IV.  ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION 

A.  GUESTS 

1 . Any  full-time  BYU  student  who  wishes  to  take  someone  to  the  game 
who  is  not  a full-time  BYU  student  may  purchase  a guest  pass  for  that 
person  to  use  in  lieu  of  an  activity  card  in  entering  the  game.  You  must . 
also  obtain  tickets,  as  explained  below. 

2.  OBTAINING  TICKETS: 

a.  IN  THE  RANDOM,  BLOCK  SEATING,  AND  LINES  SECTIONS: 
In  these  sections,  EACH  FULL-TIME  STUDENT  may  take  ONE 
GUEST  with  him  to  the  game,  as  long  as  he  is  NOT  ALSO  TAK- 
ING a spouse,  a date,  a child,  another  student,  etc.  This  is  in 
keeping  with  the  policy  of  MAXIMUM:  2 TICKETS  PER  PER- 
SON. (Of  course,  TWO  FULL-TIME  STUDENTS  may  take  TWO 
GUESTS,  and  all  FOUR  may  sit  together,  but  this  means  that  the 
two  students  will  have  to  COME  TOGETHER  at  the  proper  pick- 
up time  to  get  the  two  tickets  each.)  To  get  tickets  for  you  and 
your  guest  in  these  sections,  simply  present  your  (ohe)  activity 
card  at  the  proper  pickup  time  and  place  and  say  that  you  want  to 
buy  a guest  pass  for  the  second  ticket.  You  will  then  be  given  two 
tickets  (on  your  own  card;  no  other  card  is  necessary),  but  the 
stub  of  one  of  the  tickets  will  be  torn  off,  making  the  ticket 
invalid  until  you  buy  a guest  pass  for  it. 

b.  IN  THE  GUEST  PASS  SECTION: 

In  this  special  section,  each  full-time  student  may  take  MORE 
THAN  ONE  GUEST  to  the  game,  or  may  take  a guest  AND  a 
spouse,  child,  date,  etc.  Tickets  for  the  guest  pass  section  are 
available  at  the  Marriott  Center  Ticket  Office  (north  entrance), 
BYU  ext.  2639,  during  the  week  of  the  game. 

c.  It  is  advisable  that  you  get  your  tickets,  in  the  manner  just  ex- 
plained, before  you  buy  your  guest  passes. 

3.  OBTAINING  GUEST  PASSES: 

Guest  passes  will  be  sold  the  day  of  ticket  distribution  in  the  East 
Ballroom  ELWC  during  regular  ticket  distribution  hours.  They  will  also 
be  on  sale  on  other  days  at  the  Marriott  Center  Ticket  Office  (north 
entrance)  from  9:00  a.m.  - 5:00  p.m. 

B.  FACULTY/STAFF: 

As  far  as  the  Student  Athletics  Office  is  concerned,  your  card  is  NOT 
good  for  picking  up  more  than  one  (1)  ticket.  Even  then,  it  will  be  honored 
ONLY  as  a SECONDARY  CARD,  when  accompanying  a FULL-TIME 
STUDENT  CARD,  in  the  manner  prescribed  above  (i.e.,  when  a faculty 
member  is  going  as  the  “date”  of  a full-time  student,  etc.).
